St. P aul, July 3.5.—St, Paul ha-s been 
made the lieadqnarters of .a national 
movement by the United Farmere’ Alli­ 
ance of the country, to corner the en­ 
tire ivheat crop of the United States. 
At 317 AA’abash street, a large force of 
employes has been engaged iu sending 
out circulars uuth the view of Iniving 
not only the Alliaiicenicn of the United 
St.ates, blit :ill cl.asses of f;imier.s, keep 
back their wheat crop until the bears 
have all been killed off and prices h.ave 
been advanced to a high point. 
In other words, the Alliance Press 
bnrean, the Reform Press ’oiircaii and 
St,ate Press bureau are ivorking to­ 
gether, endeavoring to unite farmers of 
tbe United States in a gigantic wheat 
trust, in which the producers .shall be 
the stockholders, and by wliich the 
speculators and wheat buyers will be 
squeezed to the wall. 
At the Iiead ot tlie movement, ivhich 
has its headquarters in St. P;inl, is 
George M. hluller, editor of the state 
and a prominent Alliance man. A cir­ 
cular reciting the benefits of combina­ 
tion and urging the formation of the 
"tm st” have been made public. 
The 
circular estimates the wheat crop of ’91 
in the United State.s at .500,000,000 bush­ 
els. 
The iiroinoters of the fanners' 
wheat tm st lielieve that four fifths of 
this ivheat can be held back by the far­ 
mers for from four to eight weeks, by 
ivhich it is thought that prices will 
have gone .skyward. 
Lists bearing the

The originators of the scheme are 
considered honest men and have a belief 
that it }vill hist, hut they 'do not seem 
to consider ivhere the men comprising 
the latter half will get:their money. 
Several prominent men in tliis city have 
been approached, their names being de­ 
sired, but so far they have refused to ac­ 
cept the hoiid-s, although they were of­ 
fered bonds free, e}’idently the imr.po.se 
being to pay them out iu full for adver­ 
tising purposes.

We llave received letters asking if Dr.

B ut for the sake of argument 
let it be granted that he would get an 
advance by warehousing it even to 
the extent of ilO a hale. His sliare 
would then be only if20 or .fSO, while 
the money would be dished out to 
land owners by the thousand not on­ 
ly on land but on the crop, thus giv­ 
ing the landlord a double advantage. 
Moreover, it would enable large land­ 
holders, who are already rich, to 
borrow money with which to buy 
mere laud, to be in turn borrowed on 
to buy more land and so on, until ail 
the'land would pass into the bands 
of the rich, leaving no opportunity to 
the landless ^loor to ev e r' acquire 
homes. Ask yourselvi-s if this he 
not the truth. And pause before you 
question the friendship of men who 
oppose it. 


Oorprninent Owuersliip of Kailro.ails. 


Senator George, in his reply to the 
request of the Amite County A lli­ 
ance as to his position on the Ocala 
platform, thus discusses that part of 
the platform which demands goverii- 
m ent ownership of railroads in event 
government “control and supervi.s- 
lon of railroads do not remove the 
abuses now existing,” that is high 
freight rates. "We ask our friend.s of 
the Alliance as well .as those outside 
to read and ponder it and then in 
good conscience au.swer if the reme­ 
dy would not be worse than the evil 
complained of. The Democratic i^.ar- 
ty is in favor of super%’ision, and 
competition from the building of new 
roads w ill eventually 
briug low 
freight rates, but tlie Deiiioc.ratie 
party can never be brought to the 
advocacy of governmeut ownership 
of railroads with the immense bur­ 
den such ownership would necessa­ 
rily fix upon the people who toil, not 
to speak of the danger to our form of 
government which such asteji would 
entail. Do Democrats ofCalliounwant 
to indefinitely continue the Iioud- 
ed aristocracy ? If so they have only 
to assist in forcing the government 
to purchase the railroads, and tliei: 
they and their children for ton gen­ 
erations will be merely hewers o£ 
wood and drawers of ivater for the 
holders of government bonds and the 
great arm y of federal ollice holder-s 
such a policy would fi.x upon tlie 
country. Below we priut what Sen­ 
ator George has to s.ay on this head. 
In a future num ber wo shall print 
his views on the sub-treasury and 
land loan bills. 


“ Sixth Demand—Supervision and 
Ownership of Kailroads.—As far as 
this relates to the “control and su­ 
pervision of the methods of public 
eommunieation and transportation,” 
it but expresses opinions t have long 
entertained and irequeutly expre.ss- 
ed, and is the .settled doctrine of the 
democratic party. I op¡iose tiie re­ 
mainder contained in those words, 
viz; “ and it this control and super­ 
vision do not remove tlie abn.scs now 
existing, we deniaiul lliegovernment 
ownership of such mean.s of com­ 
munication 
and 
tran.sportation.” 
This proposition is a startling one, 
and the more so that it iiai; received 
lo a considerable extent the f;ivor

m ent of them on the same ju.sl .and 
fair and equal icriris, alter the owner- 
.sliip shall be ucqtiirei!. 'riio power 
of supervision is altsolule, re.straiucd 
only by justice. I be government' 
can enforee absohde cfiuality and 
iairuess in transportation 
service, j 
as to all persons. I be government,! 
can fcqu..e tha.. on : if <'oiiablerates i 
siiail be ciiargofi. 
i lie goverinncnr. 1 
can fix these rate.s beforeliand, o r: 
leaving it in the first lustance to the ! 


rajJro.ad cQmpapicSt. can punish aud- 
give redress it excesaive rates are 
charged. It could do no more than 
this if 
it 
operated the rail.cads 
through ite own oHicers and employ­ 
es. It could dot do ua -much, fi/i tho 
1,500,000 and more employes, if the 
governmeut owned them, would in a 
large measure he appointed from 
political rather ,thaii from business 
considerations, aud it would be im ­ 
possible to prevent them front show­ 
ing favoritism to their friends. I do 
not hesitate to say íroin my kuowl- 
ouge of how 
government work is 
done that the presout railroad ser­ 
vice on the 101,1)00 miles of railroads 
in the United States could not be as 
well done as it is now, without an 
addition of a 
HALF JIJLLIOX OF DOLLARS A YEAR 
to our taxes, aud a large increase in 
the number of the employes also. 
The people would have to pay daui- 
ages for the act of any incompetent 
employes wiio should cause damage 
to any person whatever. Goveru- 
moiit ownership of 
railroads and 
lelopraphs in Europe has proven less 
elticieut aud more costly than in the 
hand.sof private parties. B ut logo 
further on this line : 
The cost of all the railroads in the 
United States, on January 1, 1891, as 
shown on paper, 
is $!),931,-1,53,1-IG. 
It is stated, iiowever, that two-lifth.s 
of tills is water leaving the actual 
cost at about ^7,000,000,000 (seven 
billions of dollars.1 This large sum 
must be raised by taxation or borrow­ 
ed in order to pay for these roads, for 
I presume no man pretends that we 
sliouJd take them without pajdng 
for them, for that could not he done. 
Such an act ot couliseatioii is pro­ 
hibited by the constitution. To bor­ 
row so large a sum. would create such 
a demand for money as would make 
the rate of interest enormously high. 
Blit assume it would not be over 4 or 
4}.< per cent. That would am ount 
to about $300,000,000 (three liundred 
million dollars) a year, every dollar 
of which would have to he paid by 
taxation, besides the principal. A 
large portion of thi^sum would go to 
Europe where a large part of the 
stock is held, and thuc further con­ 
tract 
our currency. Again, with 
about 1,.500,000, (aud 
the number 
would coiistautly increase,) of smart, 
active, iiiioliigeut employes, (and no 
otiierswoula do,) all of them voters, 
and with their iuflueuce and power, 
all of them holding their places at 
the will of the government, there 
would never be a change in any ad­ 
m inistration of 
the 
government. 
Thi.s disciplined army, counted with 
the other federal ofiice-holder.s, would 
control the destinies of this country 
for all tim e' to come. Government 
ownership and management of rail­ 
roads means the

at no distant day, or a bloody war to 
prevent it. Since then, government 
siipervisiouandcontrolc.au be made 
eilectiial to do justice aud right, I 
am in favor of perfecting the system 
until juotice bo done to all. Aud 
since the government ownership can­ 
not make transportation service any 
better aud will 
entail intolerable 
evils, debts aud taxation on our coun­ 
try I cannot contemplate with favor 
tVie substitution ot 
ownership for 
sujiervisiou. Besides this the gov- 
crumeiit ownership 
ot 
railroads, 
necessarily carries with it the build­ 
ing of all new railroads aud branches 
by tlie governmeut. YVilli this busi­ 
ness transferred to the goveruineiit, 
there would come certainly the great­ 
est extravagance and waste accom­ 
panied by corruption, both in tlie 
action of congress in approfiriating 
money for tlio building ot railroads 
and their construction afterwards. 
Xeiv railroads would rarely, if ever, 
be authorized on their merits; but 
would be tho re.sult of log-rolling 
and combiualious in congress. Use­ 
less roads would be put in the bill 
to command more votes, and when 
built would be run at a loss to be 
paid by taxation.”

The committee appointed by ...the 
State Demooratie Executive Commit- 
toe at its recent meeting to prepare 
and issue an address to the Democra­ 
cy of Alabama, completed Its labors 
yesterday. 
The committee wms composed of 
Hon. H . C. Tompkins and Col. John 
D. Boquemore, of Montgomery, and 
Col. Gaylord B. Clark, of Mobile. 
The Committee issued the follow­ 
ing address: 
lo the Dcinoeratsor Alab.ama; 
For thirty years the Democratic 
party has been out of notver. Dur­ 
ing that length of time it has never 
had entire control of the legislative 
aud executive deiiartmeuts of the 
government. Not having such con­ 
trol, it has been powerless to pass the 
laws that were aud are necessary to 
relieve the people of the unjust bur­ 
dens imposed upon them by legisla­ 
tion passed in the interests of the 
monopolists by the party of the mon­ 
opolist. Butw'hileour party has not 
beeu able to relieve the people as it 
wished to do, it has done much for 
them. For the past fifteen years, 
exeeiit four, it has 
controlled the 
lower house of Congress, and has 
thereby prevented the enactment 
of laws th at would still further have 
impoverished and oppressed the peo­ 
ple. It is the people’s party; it wa.« 
founded in the first great struggle of 
tho people against power, and chief 
among its princiiiles to use the lan- 
gu.age of its last platform, as well as 
that of its every platform for ninety 
years, is “Devotion to a plan of gov­ 
ernment regulated by a written Con­ 
stitution strictly^ specifying 
every 
granted pow’er aud expressly reserv­ 
ing to the States or jieople the entire 
ungrauted residue>” 
This has beeu the sheet anchor of 
its faith, and it is its devotion to this 
principle 
that has 
preserved it 
through so m.any years of defeat and 
that w ill still preserve it in the fu­ 
ture., It is to-day and has for many 
years been, the party of a majority 
of all the people aud of a large major­ 
ity of the white people. Notwith­ 
standing it has been in the majority, 
otvingto the character of our govern­ 
ment aud the want of proper organ­ 
ization on our part, our opponents, 
the Republicans, thoroughly organ­ 
ized and backed by millions of mon­ 
ey, have been able to retain control 
of one branch of the legi.slativo depart­ 
ment of our government, the Senate, 
every year, except two, for thirty 
years; during those two years they 
had the President. 
The result of the election last fall 
assures us success if we hut remain 
united, aud if we organize. We can 
not succeed if we divide or if we re­ 
main as an unorganized mass. Our 
opponents are recovering from the 
confusion into w'hieh their ranks 
were thrown by the overwhelming 
defeat of last fall. They "are reform­ 
ing their lines, aud their recent con­ 
ventions in Ohio aud Iowa should 
teach us that nothing but entire har­ 
mony aud a thorough organization 
on our part, can assure us that suc­ 
cess which, with them is within our 
grasp.

• To co-operate with tho regular or­ 
ganization of the Democratic party 
in support of Democratic men and 
Democratic measures. ■ 
In a-soeiety based upon this declar­ 
ation of principles, all Democrats, 
whatever be their vocation or occu­ 
pation in life, can meet upon a com­ 
mon jilatform aud work harmonious­ 
ly together for party success. * 
We urge upon you to organize these 
societies in every voting precinct 
without delay. Members of County 
and Congressional Committees are 
'earnestly requested to take immedi­ 
ate steps for the organization of such 
societies. 
W hen the societies are 
formed, let the members have meet­ 
ings as frequently as possible and let 
them at these meetings have discus­ 
sions upon the piolitioal questions of 
the day. No proposition, if it be 
based upon true principles, can be 
injured by a free, full and intelligent 
discussion of its merits. If it is not 
based upon true principles, the peo- 
should repudiate it. It can be but a 
delusion and a snare. We repeat, the 
truth can never be injured by full, 
free and inteliigent discussion. Let 
these discussions be free from person­ 
alities. W e fight for measures, not 
men. Bet them be calm, respectful 
and appeals to reason. They involve 
Qur most vital interests, the union of 
those who believe 
in Democratic 
principles. United, success is ours; 
divided, the party of monopoly will 
retain power, and all hope for the 
relief of the people will perish. 
Copies of a constitution and- by­ 
laws available for such societies will 
be furnished by the chairm an of each 
of their county committee, and those 
desiring such a copy can iirocureone 
from a county chairman.

THE SUB-TKEASUKY'SCHE.ME. 


I have already discussed this in the 
Carroll county alliance letter as a 
means of holding cotton over from 
the fall and winter for higher prices 
in the spring and summer. U have 
since that heard scheme commended 
as a means of storing andihpiding agr 
ncultural iiroducts. like the trust 
companies do in order to force.a gen­ 
eral rise in the price. 
Ihis view de- 
serves consideration. As to cotton 
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to any consideranle extent or for any 
considerable iieriod. if it can be done 
at all. To do this would require the 
co-operation ot a vast m ajority of the 
cotton producers in the United States 
and in a few years would require the 
co-operation of cotton raisers m the 
otuer parts oi the world. 
\Ve are 
not the sole producers of cotton, not 
even of good or long staple cotton 
Cotton is raised in Brazil. India 
Egypt, 
the 
Argentine Republic 
China and Russia, and many other 
countries. 'The production is now 
being vastly augmented. 
In lS6z. a 
couveutson at London from thirty 
six diflerent countries m which cot 
ton was raised, agreed that in each 
cotton could be raised profitably at 
lair prices. Any extraordinary stim 
ulant by a great and artilicial rise o 
prices would rapidly increase pro­ 
duction elsewhere. This would have 
the eflect in a few years of reducing 
the price below what it is now. The 
world wants cotton, because it wants 
cbeai) clothing for the mass of man 
kind. 
The increased 
production 
would soon supply to a great extent 
the deficit caused by our withholding 
cotton from sale, for a higher price 
Besides, if we temporiirilv succeed 
in raising iirices, there would at once 
begin a lessening of the .comsump 
tion. Any great rise m the price of 
cotton means an increase in the pnc 
of cotton.goods. Cotton on account 
of its cheapness is in whole or in 
part the clothing of the great mass of 
mankind. 
■The poor always buy less when 
prices are raised. They would buy 
still less, knowing there is a great 
crop in America held in government 
warehouses lor higher prices to be 
artificially raised by withholding it 
for a few mouths from the m arket 
They would w ait for the inevitable 
fall when the cotton must be sold to 
meet the advances made on it. There 
are lew who cannot still longer wear 
their old clothes if new clothes are at 
a high price. The temptation to do 
this would be irresistible when it 
was known that prices m ust soou be 
lower. Old clothes would be renova­ 
ted and patched: every economy used 
to save from the purchase of high 
priced goods. 
In this way there 
would be a greatly decreased con­ 
sumption during the whole time 
prices were artificially raised. Be 
sides, the cotton not aflected by the 
trust and raised in other countries 
would freelv go to m arket aud sup­ 
ply. as far as iiraeticable. the dim in­ 
ished demand occasioned by the great 
American government trust. 
AV hen 
the time came when we m ust sell 
there would be a great surplus thrown 
on the m arket: I say a surplus, lor 
[he world having gotten aloug some 
how for four or six or eight montus 
with the diminished supply, would 
also have gotten over the necessity 
for that supply for the months which 
had been passed, and our crop re 
tamed m our warehouses would be 
thrown on the m arket to supply ouly 
the remammg months of the vear. 
To make this perfectly ilain. sup­ 
pose an average crop is raised which, 
at the usual prices, the world would 
consume m a year, if we force the 
world to economize in the use of it 
for SIX mouths, to the extent of one 
half the usual consumption, we will 
find at the end of the six months 
that oue-lialf the year is gone and 
only one-fourtii of the whole crop is 
consumed , This leaves three-fourtlis 
Hi lieu of one-half for the reniaimng 
SIX mouths, whieli makes the great 
.surplus of zo per cent of tne crop, or 
-jO per cent more than is needed for 
tne remammg six mouths, and a 
consetiueut enormous fall 
iii the 
price of cotton. 
M e get possibly (if the cotton be 
not sufhciently furnished by other 
countries) a small advance on one- 
tourth of the crop, and a ruinous sac­ 
rifice oil three-fourths. It is. how­ 
ever, probable that enough of our 
own lariuers will foresee this result 
and will therefore sell theirs Ireely 
at current rates, and thus furnish the 
world what it needs. lu that case 
tnere will be no rise in the price and 
no great sacrifice at the end of the 
season oi holding, but the world will 
go on as usual, except that those 
holding tlieir coiton will lose inter­ 
est, and m its weight, and p.ay extra 
charges and mteresi. 
But whilst this would be the result 
as to cloiuing (cotton), it would ope­ 
rate milerentlv as to to the food— 
whcai, oats aud corn. If these be 
held m store tor high price, it is in 
the power of those hoidim rto^et this 
Irigh price. In times of scarcity of 
food and high pnces, there i.s not so 
mucli a diminished consumption as 
th.ere is a resort to tne cheapest and 
conmionest articles of food, mste.ad 
of the dearer: so that these ehean 
articles .are coiisuined as much or 
more than ever. 
These necessary 
arlicles. wheat aud corn constitute 
the cheapest of all articles of food 
that we have m auv large qu.antity. 
■riic consumption oi which would 
go on during the high prices just as 
before, exceot that inferior and cheap 
flour ana meal wouiu ne suostiiuteu

The scheme,being-iito leud' United 
States notes on cottonyieto:-. at 80 per 
cent, of Its value airfftlieu to- return 
the notes to the treasury-w hen the 
produce is sold, it 'b&comes material 
to inquire whether.-.fihe 80 per cent, 
advance is a real addition to the cur­ 
rency of Mississippi:. That It would 
be an addition to--the amount, of 
money in the United' States may be 
conceded. But w hat concerns us in 
Mississippi IS not tliat. but an in­ 
crease m Mississippi—an increase 
that would benefit us and not other 
people alone. Every fall, winter and 
spring money is sent to the south, 
which together w ith bills of exchange 
IS used to pay for our cotton. It is 
noticeable that as soon as the cotton 
crop IS sold we suiler again from the 
chronic scarcity of money. 
Money 
comes to Mississippi for no other pur­ 
pose practically, as we have very lit­ 
tle else to exchange for it. If SO per 
cent be loaned by the government on 
cotton, no other money will be ex­ 
changed or put into circulation for 
for that much of the cotton crop un­ 
til it IS finally sold and taken from 
the warehouse. A t the very moment 
this happens the amount ot the 80 
per cent .advance m ust be paid back 
into the teasury with the addition of 
interest and charges. So that as far 
as that 80 per cent, is concerned the 
advance or loan does not add to the 
currency in Mississippi a single dol­ 
lar. 
U ntil sale of the cotton the 
money of the manufacturer (or spec­ 
ulator if you please) is not put out. 
aud at the very instant of sale, the 
80 per cent, advance is paid mto the 
treasury and taken from circulation. 
The SO per cent advance and the 
money for which the cotton is finally 
sold can never circulate in Mississip­ 
pi at the same tim e: the latter comes 
in when the first goes out. 'That is 
too clear for controversy. 
As to the 20 per cent ivhich is em­ 
braced in tlie certificate given to the 
depositor or owner of the cotton, it 
is clear that adds nothing to the cir­ 
culation, until it shall be sold to a 
northern or European customer. For 
if sold to a Mississipnian he but uses 
his owu money, which he had before. 
But when sold ultim ately to the man- 
facturer, that much more will be 
added to the currency. But this 20 
per cent, addition together with the 
SO per cent makes but the 100 per 
ceut. for which the cotton m ight have 
been sold at first, and it therefore 
does not increase the currency in 
Mississipi beyonu what it would have 
been if the cotton had been sold out­ 
right in the first instance. If there 
he a rise in the price after the loan, 
there will be an addition to that ex­ 
tent m the currency. If there be a 
fall, there will ue a diminution to the 
extent of the fall, and this vrould 
happen exactly m the same way if 
cotton was held by the owner, with 
out the government advance. So it 
IS clear there will be no addition to 
the currency of Mississippi by the 
sub-treasury scheme. 
M ill additional money come to.the 
soufh for any purpose than the pur­ 
chase of coHon ; It will not. for the 
reason that we have nothing else to 
sell, and for the additional reason 
that the money destined to buy our 
cottou m ust be kept for that purpose 
aud that purpose alone, for the ad­ 
vance in U ulted States notes must be 
taken up by the sale of the cotton. 
Tne money intenciea lor our cotton 
will, until final- sale be "fixed aud 
motionless" in the vaults of the 
banks, or be used in speculation in 
M all street. If it be invested in 
other permanent uses, then it would 
not remain lor use for ordinary trade 
purposes, after the sale of the cotton 
and the redemption of the treasury 
uotes advanced on it. Monev can be 
used in commercial and manufactur­ 
ing countries with safe expectation 
of return in a few weeks or months. 
But in agricultural countries it is 
aiflerent. 
i.here ic can be usea to be 
returned only on the m aturity and 
sale of the crops. Money, therefore, 
can t and wont be sent to Mississippi, 
till needed to buy cotton. 
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M e nave now 
per head m cir­ 
culation. exclusive of the amount 
held in the United States treasurja 
which, on May 1st last, was Í700.152.- 
It 13 estimated, and I believe 
it is nearly correct, tb ai whilst this 
IS so as to the whole country, there is 
not more than 
per capita in Mis­ 
sissippi aud in the south. I t results 
that the unequal division gives the 
north aud e.ast probably as m uchas 
0 or -i-SO per cainta: so that interest 
there IS ouly from z to 6 per cent., 
ivliilst it IS from 10 to lo here. The 
groat thing to be done when increas­ 
ing the currency IS to remedy this 
unequal division, otherwise it does 
us lutle or no good. If the same 
eausc.s lor this unequal distribution 


continue to operate, the same-results 
will follow whatever may be the in-' 
crease. : 
M hat we wane is is not so much an 
increase in the currency generally, 
as an increase in Mississippi. If we 
fail to increase the currency in Mis- 
aiaWPFKpWe^fai,! altogether. 
To in- 
creasetljo money in W all street alone 
will but . add to■ the ""power of those 


the possessions of those who do not 
heed and’ leaving the famishing to 
die. Cafi ihis addition bo made to 
Mlssissipiii? I think it can. but not 
by the sub-tréasurji sóbeme. 
■ I píóceed now to consider the cause 
of and remedy for the unequal divis­ 
ion.- 
In Mississippi we .yeceive about 
|40.000,000 annually for our cotton— 
a b o u t p e r capita C|i our popula­ 
tion. Wo receive it-,.but to keep it is 
impossible. AV e are, are a part of the 
world, and must live-in and move 
with it. Under the . existing condi­ 
tions we m ust and do . siiend nearl-y 
all of it. I t goes to those outsiae the 
state who sell us what we need. We 
might possibly live harder and spend 
less. AVe might go to the extent of 
dispensing with everything but the 
absolute necessaries of life. B ut we 
ought not to be compelled to do this 
in order 10 get our just share of the 
currency of the country. AA'e live 
hard enough, heaven knows. We 
ought not, in times of peace, be com­ 
pelled through unjust governmental 
policies to make the sacrifices and 
use the self-denial required only by 
war. There must be a change in the 
economic and financial condition be­ 
fore we can get relief. 


IÍU51AN LABOB AGAINST JIACHINERY 
Mississippi and the south general­ 
ly use human labor w ith animal 
power almost exclusively in produc­ 
ing money-getting commodities. The 
north and east use water and steam 
power and machinery w ith compar­ 
atively little human labor. W e are 
running the race with the north and 
east by putting the nerves and mus­ 
cles of men against the tireless pow­ 
er of steam and iron. But more and 
worse: AVe use our little power in 
making the cheapest of all produsts 
—the raw material. 
The north and 
east use their immenie power- steam 
and m achinery m converting this 
raw m aterial into the most costly— 
the finished articles. Our raw mate­ 
rial convened into these costly fab­ 
rics is increased in value by this con­ 
version from 200 to over 1000 per cent, 
It IS estimated that the machinery of 
the north and east does the work of 
more than two hundred millions of 
men. 
This machinery is neither 
clothed nor fed, and needs no 
teuance but coal. I t has no children 
to educate, feed and clothe when un 
able to work. 
I t represents over 
200,000,000 0*’ men or counting five to 
a family 1000,000.000 of people in ere 
atingand uistnbuting wealth, and 
not one Single human being in its 
consumption. AVe lack nearly all 
tuis. W e produce by hum an labor 
almost exclusively, and that too, 
products of unskilled or cheap labor 
M'e exchange the cneap for the high 
priced aud hence give more than we 
receive. 
Is it wonderful that they are rich 
and we are poor'/ that they have 
money and we have none? AVhy 
this diflerence in production? The 
answer is easy. 
First, ,*he war destroyed our capi­ 
tal. Reconstruction and negro suf­ 
frage destroyed the confidence of the 
world m our local governments 
Capital IS tim id. I t takes no risks 
I t prefers slow gams if only it has 
absolute security. 
It Is afraid of 
negro rule except when it governs us 
It therefore prefers to haul our cot­ 
ton to the north aud east and there 
manufacture goods for sale to us and 
others though at greater cost, if only 
sheltered by a protective tarlfF. than 
to make greater gams by coming 
south and working here. There are 
such things in commerce and bu«l 
ness as ruts in our dirt roads, when 
once m them it is difiicult to get out 
Southern statesmen have seen and 
apjireciated the situation and have 
tried to remedy it. They saw that as 
long as the preseut situation should 
contmue, we should remain financial 
vassals of. the manufacturing states. 
The remedy they .sought was in free 
irade (by which I mean not trade ab­ 
solutely free, but trade impeued onlv 
by a revenue tarifi.j Tne protective 
system builds up manufactories in 
the north aud hinders their establish 
ment m the south. 
Tou will ask wny th is ls .lt ought 
to operate equally ? 'Tbey are are al 
ready established m the n o rth : there 
are the old ruts in which that busi 
ness runs, and there is the fear of our 
state governments and negro sufirage 
So long as they can do well there, 
they will not in order to do better, 
take tue risk of coming here. The 
manufacture of cotton, wool, iron, 
steel or wood is cheaper here than in 
any part of the civilized aud indus­ 
trial world. The raw material is 
cheaper, largely so. Labor, owing to 
our genial climate aud the low cost 
of living, gams more than labor in 
the north, even when the latter re­ 
ceives more than double in negro 
wages. Coal and water power are 
abundant and cheap. Everything l,s 
favorable to successful enterprise in 
this direction e.xcept the financial 
DOhcv of ibe poveiumeut. So we 
manufacture out iitrle. 
In addition to w hat has been said 
as to "O ld ruts " and the tim idity of 
capital, comes that which if removed 
would overcome tne ruts and the 
timidity and all other obstacles, viz: 
The prorective tariu. 
By Ibis European . competition is 
shutout. Ttie m anuiacturers 01 r.he 
Umted States co-onerate ouiy with 
each other aud then only when they 
can't combine. So that the disad- 
vance of one at the north is balanced 


by a-Uke disadvantage of .the , other. 
Remove ; the protection . : and pu£ 
American manufacturers in sharp 
competition w ith the European, and 
then the work m ust be done here, at 
the best and cheapest place, or it can­ 
not be done at all profitably. This 
would make both the European and 
the noithern manufacturers seek our 
borders. 'This great truth.-often over­ 
looked. was made plain by a great 
southern senator (Mr. Coke; in a 
speech made in the senate on Feb­ 
ruary, 1882. 
(See Cong. Rec. 4vtb 
Cong., 1st ses.. p. 911.) From it I ex­ 
tract as follbws: 


THE EXTRACT. 
M'e of the south can manufacture 
healthfully without bounties, and 
command our home markets against 
competition under the protection of 
natural causes, and prominent among 
these IB the fact that our cotton, wool 
hides and other raw materials are 
at our doors w ithout freight charges 
and our factories would be in the 
m idst of the consumers of our pro- 
)I * » » 
" If we had free trade now. or what 
IS the same thing on tariff for revenue 
only, m anufacturing capital, in or­ 
der to surround itself with the mos: 
favorable conditions for free com­ 
petition witn the world, and 
to 
realize the largest profit, would, for 
the reasons I have given, flow at 
once into the south for investment 
as it's most profitable field for opera­ 
tion."

-a- 
--The protective 
tariff alone has enabled the E ew 
England states to draw our raw ma­ 
terials to their factories. Take that 
away and the factories and workshops 
W ill move to the raw m aterial." 
. Here again we find the nroteotive 
tariff our greatest enemy, neutraliz 
ing all the advantages which nature 
has given us and also w ith capacity 
to destroy all benelicial legislation 
In this same line and to accomplish 
the same end. I ofiered an amend­ 
m ent to the tariff bill passed in 18i>S. 
adm itting free of taxes, "inacbinery 
for the manufacture of cotton and 
woolen goods or goods composed of 
hemp. jute, ramie and all tools of 
mechanics suited for use by manuel 
labor, and all iron ties known as cot­ 
ton ties." It IS needless to add that 
it was voted down and so were the 
sentiments of benator Coke, and we 
were again deprived of a fan chance 
to run the race of life with our more 
favored northern brethren. I have 
mailed you a copy or the speech I 
made in favor of tins proposition. 
If we could manufacture here a 
large share of w hat we consume, the 
money we spend for the articles, in­ 
stead of going north and east, would 
remain with us to revivify trade and 
enterprise among our own people. 
A large part of the 83o per capita we 
receive each year for our cottou 
would be kept in the stare, and the 
continual drain of our 
money to 
orher quarters would 
in a large 
measure cease. Besides all this, as 
I pointed out in 
my speech before 
alluded to. 
suitable 
employment 
would be furnished for our laboring 
women and children, and thus the 
bread-winners 
in our population 
would be 
largely increased. The 
slightest attention w ill show any one 
bow largely the list of articles which 
we buy from abroad has been in­ 
creased. including 
wagons, plows, 
all agricultural implements, house­ 
hold and kitchen furniture, camapes. 
buggies, etc.. and all clotlung, corn, 
oats and meat. Thus it is plain that 
so long as we produce only raw ma­ 
terials to exchange for the costlier 
articlesof manufacture, and suffer 
the inequalities 
of the protective 
system, however economical we may 
be we cannot retain in Mississippi a 
share of the currencx.ndequate to our 
needs, whatever increase may be 
made to the general volume of mon 
e y in th e United 
States. AVe may 
mitigate the evil, 
but we cannot 
destroy it. I t would be a wise poli­ 
cy il we could so manage that our 
cotton crop should be m ainly a sur­ 
plus. 
I have said we m ight mitigate, but 
could not cure the evil of a "too 
small circulation" so long as tbe pro­ 
tective system rem ains., TbeilO per 
capita of treasury notes as proposed 
by me will furnish this mitigation 
but the sub-treasury scheme will not: 
it will rashk^ increase the trouble 
The reason fo; this is plain; The sub­ 
treasury sche:ne makes no real ad­ 
dition to tue currency oi Mississippi, 
and the addition it makes to the cur­ 
rency of the whole country is tem­ 
porary. having no other eflect than 
to retire from active circulation the 
money it supplants, to return again 
to circulation ouly when the treas­ 
ury notes advanced on cotton and 
other products, shall be taken from 
circulation and returned into the 
treasury. 
The measure proposed by me is 
permanent aud stable, and is a real 
addition to the currency of tue -worid 
ifk ep tap ar. I t can readily be xept 
at par by the means provided oy the 
present laws for keeping notes at par 
and without the addition of a single 
dollar to the reserve funci m the 
treasury. Senator Beck, one of the 
ablest financiers the 
country ever 
produced, regarded the present re­ 
serve oi ¥100.000.0(X) of com for the 
redemption ot treasurv notes (green­ 
backs) as more than doublv s ufficient. 
The perm anent 
addition to the 
currency of one country of good pa­ 
per money convertible into com acts 
precisely like the addition of tnat 
much com to the circulation of the 
whole world. This is in accord with 
a well ku'jwn 
law 
ot monetary 
scieuee. The impetus given to com­ 
merce aud industry throughout the 
world aud tue rise m prices every­ 
where, which came from the discov­ 
ery and w orking of the gold mines of, 
Cahforniaand Australia, is one of the 
best established facts m history. 
The pnce of oio: great staple, cotton. 


rose greatly in ..Liverpool and that 
raised it here and every where „elBe. 
So that if wo have the addition as 
suggested by me, wo shall also have, 
without tbe slightest doubt, a nat-, 
ural rise in the price of our cotton, 
unless we shall overcome it by such- 
further increase in the amount pro­ 
duced as will surfeit the markets of 
the world. Against that no scheme 
can prevail, 
except by ,jmoreasing 
Ihrougb free trade the markets for 
cotton consumption - all 
over the 
world. This addition will give more 
currency in Mississippi from a sale 
of our cotton, and thereiore a greater 
fund from which to retain a greater 
circulation for home 
use. 
Y e ti 
would again repeat that so long as 
the protective system remains to 
ninder manufactures in the south, 
and transfer annually :p632,000,000 of 
wealth to the manufacturing states, 
we can get no safe aud certain relief 
by any Increase in the currency how­ 
ever great. 


THE LOAN ON LAND.- 
'inis question, so lar as I nave uu- 
served. has not received much ad­ 
vocacy in this 
canvass. I shall, 
therefore, spend but little time on it. 
I regard it as even more objection­ 
able than the loan on cotton, for un­ 
der any scheme I have beard men­ 
tioned It would necessarily create 
an irredeemable, 
and therefore de­ 
preciated paper currency. A depre­ 
ciated currency is the worst of all 
evils for all but bankers and brokers, 
who gam a percentage w hether they 
buy or sell the depreciated money. 
I t IS equally subject to constitution­ 
al objection. I have • seen no bill 
formulated on the 
subject, except 
Senator Stanford's, which made the 
the loan for twenty years at 2 per 
cent. This would necessarillv lead 
to that inflation and depreciation of 
the currency which would renuer all 
business unsafe. Besides the adult 
male landnolders 
in the United 
States do not exceed, as I believe. 2o 
per cent of the adult male popula­ 
tion. Already in the north the land­ 
less are striking at the rights of prop­ 
erty in land, -rhere is not the slight­ 
est chance that the land loan bill 
could ever be passed. If it were 
passed it would increase the violence 
of the attacks on landed property 
and increase the now growing senti­ 
m ent in favor of communism. If it 
shall become a prominent question 
m the canvass. I will giye it more 
attention hereafter. I have append­ 
ed a copy of an editorial written by 
Major Barksdale in ISiO, as stated by 
the Free South, which contains an 
unanswerable argument against this, 
and aiso against the sub-treasury 
scheme. I do this not to show any 
inconsistency in the writer, but to 
give you the advantage of the reason 
ing contained m it and to supply the 
deiiciency in my own. 


THE $10 PER HEAD CIRCULATION 
Lour resolution asks 
me h o w l 
propose to get the $10 per head in cir­ 
culation am ongtue people, "whether 
through A'/all street and the banks 
or has he a plan by which it will 
come direct to the people?" I an­ 
swer that I do not propose to allow 
W all steet or the banks to have one 
cent of it in its progress to tne peo­ 
ple. This is what I mean to pre 
vent. How much or how little these 
liuaucial actors may get from the 
people after ward depends on whether 
the protective tariff 
robbery shall 
still continue 
or not. The great 
truth on which my answer is based 
is contained in the fifth demand of 
the Ocala platform .in these words 
"AVe believe that the money of the 
country should be kept as much as 
possible in the hands of the people 
and hence that all national and state 
revenues shall be limited to 
the 
necessary expense of the govern 
ment, economically 
aud honestly 
adm inistered." 
E ev erw asa grander truth in po 
litical economy stated more clearly 
and with more logical precision- 
plant myself on it. as I have done 
during all my political life. 
The money of the country should 
be kept in the hands of the people 
who earn it, and not be taken by the 
government for its own use beyond 
actual necessity, nor transferred- as 
is done by the protective, tariff, from 
one class to another. The one great 
[rouble is that the money earned by 
the southern people is not permitted 
to remain with them, hut is i-aken 
annually to the extent of $8 per head 
for revenue purposes, and $10 more 
per head as a transfer to the nianu 
facturera. For proof of this I refer 
to my letter to the Carroll County 
alliance, before alluded to. Reduce 
tuis taxation aud destroy this trans­ 
fer, and the money thus saved re­ 
mains in the hands of the people. 
From this truth, as emm-,2iated by 
tne Ocala platiorm. I deduce the 
means of geiting the $10 per capita 
into circulation. .Reduce or suspen-i 
taxation still further, so that instead 
of a surplus there will be a deficit in 
the treasury. Let the surplus be on 
the side of i,he people and the deficit 
transferred from the people to the 
treasury. Let this deficit be sup- 
I-lied by the issue of treasury notes 
tothe amount stated, and let them 
be paid out in the expenditures of-the 
government. This is the way all 
government notes have heretefor: 
been paid out and get among the 
people.

I t passed both houses of the Ijegisla- 
ture, was almost unanimously adopt­ 
ed by the vote of the people In the 
fall of 15)88, and is now section No. 
oo of article Eo. 4 of the constitution. 
It reads-.— -Any 
combination of 
persons either as individuals or as 
members or officers or any corpora­ 
tion to monopolize 
tue m arkets for 
food product in this State or ■ to in­ 
terfere with or restrict the freedom 
of such markets is hereby declared to . 
be a criminal conspiracy and shall be 
pi.i)ishej :n s-jch manner as tha Leg­ 
islature may provide."

aimed s t 
specuMtors and intended to prevent 
corners m w heat aud other agricul­ 
tural products, and Mr. Donnelly did 
not foiesee that a party, of -whioh he 
was the head should one day be 
caugnt by the law\ The Alliance 
w neas coruer. so lar as Minnesota is 
concerned, is therefore off.

Gov. Tillman then took up the 
Ocala platform and discussed it from 
the opening to the closing section. 
H e laid great stress on the value and 
importance of the free coinage of 
silver, and explained the robbery 
committed by the demonetization. 
H e then argued in favor of all income 
tax and the absolute necessity of 
having Senators elected directly by 
the people so as to get rid of the pow­ 
er exercised by millionaires who 
boiignfc and sold the people like cat­ 
tle and hogs. 
. H e claimed that the sub-treasury 
bill had come to the people down- 
. ward from the St. Bonis meeting in a 
perfunctory way, and that it had 
gone hack to Ocala and been endors­ 
ed in the same way,- w ith the result 
and effects not understood by- the 
peoide, the source of authority. (Ap­ 
plause.) “But I w ill not deny,” he 
said, “ that the agitation has done 
great good in this broad country of 
ours, for it has called the attention oí 
the world to che fact that the produc­ 
ing classes are sorely oppressed and 
are demanding, crying for relief.” 
(Applause.) 
Governor Tillman then touched up­ 
on the currency question. I am, he 
jjaid, in favor of a llexible currency, 
of a greater volume of currency; hut 
I maintain that a flexible currency 
as enunciated by Colonel Terrell 
means an attempt to fix the price of 
commodities by statute. That, m y 
friends, is a fallacy, because the 
price must ue regulated by the inflex­ 
ible law of supply and demand. 
Í0LLY OK THE IJOTTOX STOKAGB IDEA. 


Governor Tillman said that in case 
cotton got dammed up in the ware­ 
houses the consumers would know 
that it would have to come out in 
time, and that just as soon as the 
quantity was known, which could 
not be concealed, the price would 
gravitate to its normal level. This 
illustration he introduced to show 
that an artiticial means could not 
evade or run counter to an establisli- 
ed law in the commercial world. It 
was asserted, he said, that by .spread­ 
ing the supply over twelve months 
the fall in price would be prevented, 
and._ that the evils of inconsistent 
prices would he obviated. They had 
Jiowevcr, forgotten that by the terms 
of the hill, by which the whole could 
he only held for twelve months, oue- 
tw ellth of the crops must be sold 
each 
mouth, and .that there was 
nothing absolutely to prevent the 
speculator from having the same 
chance as ho holds under existing 
law s. 
H e would have the same 
chance with the sub-treasury as he 
now has with the people. 
The gov­ 
ernor held to the position that the 
sub-treasury bill was class legisla­ 
tion, or, as he put it to-day, “it is a 
special privilege r.ather than a right.” 
3 admit, he said, that the government 
has loaned money, but the right for 
such action, is based on the general 
welfare clause of the constitution, 
and not upon proscriptive or statu­ 
tory right. It will not be denied that 
any scheme may take for its assump­ 
tion of right, the elastic general wel- 
lare clause of the constitution, which 
from its name settles no specific right 
or principle. 
GOOD PE.UOCU-.ATIC UOCTKIXE. 


I hold again, said Governor Till­ 
man on the next branch of discus­ 
sion, that the sub-treasury hill is 
fairly open to. the charge of paternal­ 
ism. 
It propose.s to concentrate the 
Dusiness of the people in the hands 
of a centrali/.ed power at W ashing­ 
ton, and this is in absolute contra­ 
diction of the principle laid down by 
.feilersou tliat the government gov­ 
erns best that governs least. 
(Ap­ 
plause.) In others words, that there 
sliouid he equal rights to all and 
special privileges to none. H e would 
appeal, he said, to the good sense and 
patriotism of the people in the m a­ 
jority to aid in the obtaining of just 
and reasonable laws, Instead of the 
partisan favormsm shown by the 
goverunient in the maintenance of 
national hanks and nuising private 
mamu’acuiriug 
industries.

H e pointed out as causes of the 
burden on the peopic of the South 
the ineqiiaiuuis of the burdens laid 
on their shoulders as compared with 
tlie people of the Hortli and else­ 
where. H e showed that the miniou- 
aire and the poor fariaer were the 


simultaneous and the necessary pro-- 
duct of such laws. H e thought that 
there was just as much hope at pres­ 
ent for getting the sub-treasury bill 
through as there was for - the South 
being paid for negroes :or getting the 
l’'eaeral pensions reduced. On tne 
contrary, he saw a disposition to 
pension every hummer, wbethor or 
not he had ever heard the whiz of a 
bullet. In fact, he believed thetim e 
w as co iiiu im g w h en 
th e peHaiotia 
would be increased to .3=200,000,000. 
AUOUT THE THIBD I’ABTY. 
Governor Tillman then paid his 
respects to tiie third party. He read 
tabulated atatementa 
showing tlie 
electoral strength of the Democratic 
and Republican parties of all the 
states. H e 
tcok 
those states in 
which the farmers are in the major­ 
ity, and said tliat if all of them de­ 
clare for a third party they can not 
elect the President. The idea is, he 
said, for the Western and Southern 
farmers to control the country, but 
that w ill be impossible ii they carry 
all the States in -which the farmers 
have a majority. It should be re­ 
membered that, 
w hile there are 
8,000,000 engaged 
in 
agriculture, 
there are 11,000,000 engaged in cither 
occupations. They should remem­ 
ber that the Republican farmers in 
the North are particularly bitter, 
hostile and partisan as regards the 
South, and that the Democrats are 
for the most part from the cities. 
They should remember that theDcm- 
bcratic majority of 00,000 in the city 
of N ew York has been, and can be, 
discounted by the Republican far­ 
mers of New 
York 
State. They 
should remember that Kansas had 
given 80,000 majority for Harrison, 
and yet we are asked by them to turn 
our backs on the Democrrts of Con­ 
necticut, New Jersey, New York and 
Indiana, and this too for the mere 
risk of electing a Democratic Presi­ 
dent by the Western vote. 


THE DANGEB OK DIVISION. 
Governor Tillman showed tliat tlie 
sub-treasury could not be forced on 
the National Democratic . Conven­ 
tion, and that the 
issues now can 
only have the result of dividing the 
National Democratic party, as it did 
in i860, and give the Republicans a 
continued lease of power. I ask you, 
he said, do you not realize that there 
are anxious politicians all over the 
United States, and right here, too, in 
South Carolina, who are frequently 
praying that we divide here today? 
Do you not know that the Haskell 
party is watching our proceedings 
and is hoping for and expecting a 
division, and so are the Republicans 
and all other ojiponents of the State 
Democracy? H e would remind the 
Alliance that 
Senator 
Peffer, the 
exponent of Kansas Alliance, had 
said that of course he would support 
the Alliance, hut w ill vote with the 
Republicans on other interests, and 
that Powderly the chief of the other 
wing of the industrial arm y, ¿ho 
Knights of Babor, coujiled his sup­ 
port of the Alliance demands with 
the condition that political equality 
should be accorded 
tlie negro. I 
maintain, he concluded in vigorous 
style and earnest manner, that di­ 
vision in South Carolina means the 
the negro.

The county Alliance, at its meet­ 
ing at Perdue H ill last week, adopt­

Tlio legislature, which met the foUow- 
mg ivmter, appointed a joint committee 
to eiramino the boohs and accounts of 
his office, but before tue comimttee en­ 
tered upon its work, Vincent left the 
city. The investigation soon develoried 
the fact that Vincent was short in Ins 
accounts, and it then became evident 
that his absence, meant that he was a 
fugitive.

Alesico and Texas, .Vincent was brought 
bacK from Tcx.as and delivered to the 
fcdtaonties of Montgomery county to 
answer to the thirty-iiine true bills 
which the Montgomery grand jury had 
found against him. Ho was tried on 
three of the cases, and sentenced in 1887 
to fifteen years m the penitentiary, the 
understanding being that the reiuaiumg 
indictments against • him 
would be 
quashed. Witlim a short time after 
\ mceiit s incarceration m the pemten- 
tiai-j , the question of his piu-doii began 
to be agitated, and petitions for his par­ 
don containing many thousand names 
are on fiie m the govenior s office. It is 
reported that Vincent is dving slowly of 
consumption, and this i.s urged as one 
of the reasons why a pardon should be 
granted.

Laais CliAKl.Es, La., August ll.— 
Sheriff Reid and posse have returned 
from the logging camiis, where a battle 
was fought with fatal result between 
the white employes .and a band of out­ 
laws last week. Since the fight the out­ 
laws have organized 
and concealed 
themselves in a dense thicket in the 
vicinitj', and sent daring messages to 
the white people, threatening to kill 
any one entering therein. The sheriff,- 
accompanied by twelve brave assistants, 
has been in the -viciuity for the past 
forty-eight hours awaiting an oppor- 
tunitj" for action. It at last presented 
itself, when three of the outlaws left 
their place of hiding in search of food. 
The poase behig'concealed, the outlaws 
walked in onlj' a few feet of them, and 
were captured without the firing of a 
shot,-by the posse. 
Their names are Owen Asliwoith, 
Josh Perkins and Demjise Ashworth. 
The first-nam ^ Ashworth is known to 
be the murderer of the first white man 
M led in the fight, while Josh Perkins 
is accused of the killing of old man 
Swan. Six white men have received 
notifications from the outlaws, known 
as “redhones,” to leave. Each of them 
have families, who were compelled to 
leave them at the mercy of the outlaws. 
Public feeling is running high, and 
should they again att.ack the whites the 
result will be verj' disastrous to their 
force.

Ten Feople OoaA and Ot'dan Wviuidad 
and Hylng. 
Syracu.se, N. Y., Aug. 8.—A frag b t 
train on the We.st Shore raffioftd, going 
west, broke in two between ^o rt Brjron 
ana Montezuma, and tho fast train, No. 
3. dashed into th”. rear. The brakeasn 
went hack to warn tne paaosagcr traía, 
hut the night w.as so foggy that he was 
not seen. 
The fireman of the passenger train 
and fen Italians on route to. Niagara 
Falls, 111 the smoking car, were killed,: 
and thirty or forty others in the skim 
car injured. 
The sleepmg cara were 
burned, and it is supposed nearly all 
the passengers were rescued. 
■ 
Tlie injured were brought to Syracuse 
and are iieing cared for. Also bodies of 
tbe killed have been brought hero for 
idciitifacatioii. Among tho injured is a 
memlier of an ojiera company who died 
on the wav here. 
The .scene of the accident is four 
miles from Port Bvron and two from 
Honteziiiiia. 
The traiiuueii say more 
were killed .and are in the wreck" l>hy- 
siciaiis aud others were sent from Syra­ 
cuse, Auburn, Montezuma, and Port 
Bvron. 
The scene at the wreck is described as 
tenable. 
T.he wrecking team brought 
tho killed and wounded here, and am- 
hulance.s. police patrol wagons and 
hacks made a mournful procession as 
it passed through the crowded .streets 
to the hospital and undertakers’. rooms. 
Ot the twenty Italians in the smoking 
car oniy one escaped injury,-and ae was 
on the platform, usually considered the 
jilace if gieatest danger. Sieveutoen of 
the . injured Italians , were brought to 
Syracuse, some ot whom will probably 
die. 
All passengers who were able 
were brought here on the Central train.

The am ount of each km a of money 
in the country is first stated, from 
that IS deducted the am ount in the 
Treasury and the remainder give* 
the am ount in ciiculation. There is 
nothing omitted from the statem ent 
which should appear there except 
the minor coins—nickels and pen­ 
nies. and they are left out of all the 
reports because ot the dilliculty in 
estim ating the amouni; of them in 
use. As amount at present time is 
certainly greater 
than m earlier 
years, their omission will not be im 
favorably criticised by those who 
contend tuat there is now a scarcity 
of money.

Whereas, wc declare to the world 
in our constitution th.it the Alliance 
would ever advocate “equal rights to 
all and special favors to nons;’’ and 
AVhereas, we declared to the world 
through the Alliance that we would 
make no war upon auy of the legiti­ 
mate interests of our country; and 
Whereas, we were assured when 
we entered the organization that no 
oue should be ostracised for opinion’s 
sake, and refused adm ittance into or 
turned out of the order on account of 
any belief he m ight hold on political 
questions; and 
AVliereas, we felt assured that this 
organization would be directed and 
controlled by farmers, who werehon- 
est men aud who would labor to unite 
the farmers of our common country 
who were divided by the war; and 
W hereas, we now find that the pur­ 
pose aud objects of the order have 
been defeated and the organization 
deflected and turned from its original 
purpose arid Intention in the follow­ 
ing manner and ways: 
1. By violating the plainest prinoi- 
Iiles and declarations of our constitu­ 
tion, by advocating and declaring in 
in favor ol the sub-treasury and land 
loan scheme and the government 
owiiershi]) of railraads.

7. By some of the leading officers 
of the order, both state and national, 
.consorting with the enemies of good 
■government against the true interests 
of the people, and corruptly, endeav­ 
oring by dishonest methods to fasten 
upon the people the protective tarifi; 
and railroad combination-^twb of the 
evils that the Alliance was created 
to put down and destroy. 
8. By private individuals in the 
Alliance, through corrupt and mer­ 
cenary motives, buying up the state 
and national official organs of our 
order, thereby centralizing the power 
of this organization and th at of the 
millions of farm ers in it for the pur­ 
pose of the personal aggrandizement 
and political ambition and corrupt 
ends of these men. 
9. By changing our order from its 
non-partisan character into a par­ 
tisan body, by 
applying partisan 
political testa to membership and 
office-holding in our order, and by 
declaring in a statute passed at Ocala, 
December, 1890, and by proclama­ 
tion of our national president, th at 
when the m ajority of the National 
Alliauce promulgated any political 
principle, demand aud heresy, that 
every Allianceman m ust subscribe 
to and conform to such political prin­ 
ciple ; therefore be it 
Resolved, that we 
denounce the 
sub-treasury and land-loan schemes 
and governmental ownership of rail­ 
roads as violations of the first princi­ 
ples of good government, as paternal

abled, by betraying us and our inter­ 
ests, to most efiectually chain us to

Boarding the Nashville train at 
Chattanooga at 5 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing, fanned by the delicious moun­ 
tain air, ybu plunge into the m idst of- 
some of the most beautiful scenery 
east of the Mississippi.

•To the rigiic towers the lofty sum­ 
m it of Lookout M ountain, as a guar­ 
dian angel keeping, watch and ward 
over the city w hich nestles at its feet. 
Around its base the splendid Tennes­ 
see, 
with its foliage-clad 
banks, 
curves its graceful way, bearing its 
contribution of commerce on its bo- 
oom, fructifying the ueaiitlful valleys 
through w hich it passes, making glad 
the hearts of the • sons of toil, ever 
hurrying onward-to pour its vdiurne 
into the great ocean. To the left 
stretches those historic ranges—Mis­ 
sionary Ridge and 
Chicamauga, 
which, could they but speak, would 
stir our hearts w ith profoundest emo­ 
tion as they told of a nation locked 
in the deadly embrace of civil war, 
of the deeds of valour enacted on 
their summits and of the fratlcidal 
blood which has stained their sides. 
B ut the voice of Bragg is hushed, and

than perhaps any other in America 
the magnetic, the scholastic, the or­ 
atorical and practical. I moan Thom­ 
as F. Gailor, AToe-Chancellor of the 
University of the South. 
H ere is 
the hoary head and long, flowing, 
white beard of General Kirby Smith 
who in war could turn the tide of 
Manassas, and in peace, can train 
young minds to turn the tide of life's 
great battle. Here is General Sharp, 
once a gallant soldier, now a Bev. 
professor. 
H ere is nobie Telfair 
Hodgson, a chajilain in the army 
once, a A/ice-Chancellor of Sewanee 
once, a genial gentlem an always. 
And if I dared, I would speak of the 
grace aud the beauty of her w-ho lias 
presided over his cares so loug as a 
good angel, and who adds to great 
personal charms, a beauty of soul 
rarely equalled and never excelled. 
Here you find as kind, hospitable and 
highly cultivated a society as adorns 
any portion of the world. 
Here we meet Mrs. Stejihen Elliott, 
widow of Stephen Elliott, Bisboji of 
Georgia, a m an who stood as a Saul 
among men in talents of head and 
heart. This good “m other in Isr.ael” 
is one of the few links which remain 
to connect a dead past, splendid in its 
memories and traditions of chivalric 
ante-bellum days w ith an altered, 
but still grand and progressive pres­ 
ent.

It is not true tliat General Bee said 
“rally behind the Virginians,” or 
behind anybody else. It is not true 
that be-was rallying his men at all 
for they were not retiring. The story 
of the Stonewall brigade does not 
need to bo enhanced by any depre­ 
ciation of the equal lirmiiess and 
heroism of other men. on that historic 
field. Let it ueyer he more men on 
that day than any other regiiuentbut 
one in the confederate army, and 
every field from there to Aopomat- 
tox was moistened with the blood of 
her heroo.s. But goveral of them 
still survive to corroborate tn.tfio 
letter the statement 1 have given you 
above.

One firm printing tlieater 
posters had nine presses, each weighing 
over tw o tons, going constantly, beside.? 
an extensive htliogi-aphing plant. 
The 
preponderence of evidence goes to shov; 
h a t the front w^all was forced outw ards 
and then th e rest of the building fell to 
the cellar, the heavy m acluneiy taking 
it down a t once. 
F ire hroke "out iñ- 
stantiy from the 
restaurant kitchen 
fires, broken g,as pipe, broken electric 
wires, etc:, and the fire departm ent 
came to prevent a more terrible scene, 
and engines are still kept busy throw ing 
w ater on the flames th a t break out at 
irregular intervals in various places of 
the building during th e rem oval of th e 
iTiiii^. 
Quite a num ber of casualties 
were among people pas.sing along the 
street.

m ent is stated as having caused his 
death, in the brief telegraphic announce­ 
m ent from M r. Bragg’.? sou to Secretary 
Mosely of the commission. 
Commissioner Bragg has lieen failing, 
however, 
for years iiast. 
He was 
wounded during the recent w ar betw een 
th e states, iu which he was an officer 
in the Confederate arm y, and to this 
-wound and the great exjiosure to which 
he w as subjected, M r. Bragg has at- 
tri'Duted ills constant ailm ents during 
recent years. 
His death, however, was 
entirely unexpected by his associates, 
by wliom lie was greatly respected and 
valued. 
He was a most arduous worker, 
and even during the period of relaxation 
which he bad sought a t Spring Lake, 
he had been constantly engaged iu the 
work of the commission. 
W alter L. Bjagg. of M ontgomerj', 
Ala., was born in Lowndes county, A la., 
February 23, 1838. 
In bis youth he re­ 
ceived a liberal education in Arkansas 
ami a t H arvard university. 
Immedi- 
atelj’ prior to the late Witr iu the United 
States lie liveil in Camden. A rk., where 
be ijracticed hiw for a very short tim e. 
W hen hostilities commenced, he entered 
the Confederate arm y and served during 
the w ar, and a t its term ination settled 
in M arion, A la., -where he m.arriod and 
resumed the. practice of law. 
In the 
springof.1871 he moved to Montgomery, 
Ala., where he continued to practice 
law until March, 1887,' when lie was ap­ 
pointed an interstate commerce commis­ 
sioner hy PresidentU levelaiid.; He was 
-cheinmiu, of the D siuocratic state ex­ 
ec iitive comm ittee of Alabarna in 1874.- 
’TO-’Tb", In 1878 he represénted-Alabáma 
in the N ational Democratic, committee 
when the national convention .of th a t 
party m et iri St. Louis. 
In 1877 he was .apppinte'd a .comiriis- 
siorier to .settle, and did settle the boíñd- 
ed debt of the city of Montgomery.

service; but our means of iransporta- 
tion being short it was decided to 
have a bible reading in camp instead 
and;eacli gentleman gave him self up 
to tbe ccatcinp’ation oi aueii passages 
of scripture as oest suited his indi­ 
vidual oonditioii. 
Bo we are all in 
rather a. devout frame of mind, and 
I have some conscientious scruples 
about writing this letter for pubhca- 
tioif; but there is an opportunity to 
send it down to the olhce this eve­ 
ning and there may not be another 
soon, and besides, one m ight be en­ 
gaged in something more haniilul. 
I t is with such salves to a quickened 
conscience that wo always j usti ly our 
little short-comings. 
. A rthur Skelton B asjustconieup to 
cloud-land from the town below luvl 
says that it is disgustingly hot down 
there, with not a breath of air stir­ 
ring, and that the dear people of that 
less favored locality are being slowly 
parboiled in their own siveat. AVhat 
a contrast up here! W e are all wear­ 
ing the thickest coats that can be 
found in the camp and are gathered 
about a log-heap lire trying to keep 
warm. There is no boom language 
about this statement. 
I t is a cold 
fact. Mr. Hammond went down to 
town yesterday evening and by over­ 
sight wore oil’Billy Crow’s thick 
woolen coat, leaving his oivu light 
alpacca -behind, and this morning 
there was a grand old roi^ when Bil­ 
ly, feeling the need of his thick coat, 
■eould. ifiud nothing heavier .than 
-'bro'ther l^ammond’s gauze ^pacea. 
/You in o w the' am ount .of surplus 
flesh Billy carries and can gauge from 
' ithiB to some e.xtent the state of the 
weather up this way. 
I should say, 
however, that to-day’s weather is es- 
cejitional even for this camp in the 
■ sky. Up to this morning the weath­ 
er has been only delightfully and re­ 
freshingly cool. Last night we had 
a glorious thunder storm. The elec­ 
trical current played and flashed 
about our tents until it was ligliter 
than mid-day and the atmosphere 
was purified. Its effect was felt by 
every one In the camx>. As each one 
arose this morning he emerged from 
hia tent singing or whistling, betok­ 
ening the buoyant spirit that had 
come to us through the play of the 
lightning, the cool rainfall and the 
sweet and dreamless sleep that had 
followed it. I can attest the recu­ 
perative power of the pure air and 
fine m ineral water of this camp. 
W hen I came here only lour days 
ago I was sick and literally fagged 
out. 
1 could scarcely climb one 
bench of the mountain along a road­ 
way. Kow I am “fat and saucy,” 
can eat everything in sight and climb 
the m ost rugged steeps without fa­ 
tigue. Each member of the party 
here has experienced equal beneficial 
effects. Life up here is what may be 
called living. Here one is not ve-íeil 
•with the cares of business or troubled 
W'ith the exactions of social life. He 
xnay dress as suits him, go to bed 
w'hen he chooses and get up early or 
sleep all day as he likes. It is aginst 
the rule of the camp for any one to 
introduce any unpleasant subject. 
Business is labored, polities is a for­ 
bidden subject, except at stated hours 
of the day when the mails come in, 
and the man who wants to talk about 
the prospects of a boom is instantly 
ruled out of order. AVe all come here 
lo rest and we are going to do it. 
Even going to the spring for water 
became to much of a concern of life; 
so we sent down to town and got us 
a man servant of Ethiopian persua­ 
sion. Our camp boy is a very poor 
conversationalist and adds very little 
to the intellectual enjoyment of the 
cam p; but as a pedestrian he is 
marvellous success. He can get over 
the ground between the camp and 
the spring more times and qtiieker 
than any person who has ever before 
been here, and every time he comes 
in w ith a Vessel of ice-cold half eha- 
iybeatc and half freestone water, his 
coining is hailed with joy and his 
health is drank in bumpers of the 
beverage it is his mission to supply. 
As for good things to eat, our careful 
wives look after that. Every day 
they send up some delicacies, and 
then we have the market men subsi­ 
dized, and they see to it that we get 
a portion of all the choice beef and 
m utton that comes to town, which 
we cook, and cook well up here. Our 
ivives have a standing invitation to 
come np and share the pleasures of 
camii life with us, but they decline 
wtlh thauk.s, saying they are afraid 
of snakes and lizzards, and the dis­ 
comforts of camp life. But while 
they will not live up here in tents. 


so the days pass, and with each day 
'COmes Teturning health'and strength^ 
and the summer is a happy droam. 
In the fall we will all go back to 
work, better qualified to do good 
work, by:Teasou of tliis season o/ 
repose.'

Every man wlio has ev­ 
er joined the Alliance has been assur­ 
ed that it would in no wise interfere 
w ith his fiolitical aud religious be­ 
lief.

Here is the sturdy fashion in which 
H enry W atterson talks about Democ­ 
racy and its relation to farmers,:'; Mr. 
AA'attersou says in the Courier-Jour­ 
nal; 
“ The Democratic party offers the 
agricultural classes all the relief that 
is practicable, all that is needed to 
restore their lost prosperity.

HE AVRiTES A LETTER Off THE SUlf ■ 
TREASURY “ IIIJSIBUC.” 


He Proves That He Has Not Ueuonnced 
the Sub-Trcusnry, But He Spares No 
Words Now--Tlie Insincerity of the 
“ SometiiiiigBetter” Demand. 
'■ 


BiRMiNCiHAJi, Aug. 20.—The News 
this afternoon; publishes the follow­ 
ing which makes interesting read­ 
ing: 
AVashington, D. C., Aug. 15,1891. 
Mr. Kiifiis N . Rhodes: 
Dear Sir—I . remember very dis­ 
tinctly that in the speech I made at 
Anniston (on your call) I did not 
mention the Alliance or the “ sub- 
treasury” scheme, th at I employed 
neither sarcasm nor epithet towards 
the Alliance, or about any Democrat. 
I was advocating a plan of finance 
that did not coincide w ith the sub- 
treasury scheme, but I did no more, 
as to financial questions, than to state 
and explain my own positions. 
Ou reaching AVashington, I ■was 
surjirised to see, in some of our home 
I>apers, a statem ent that I had severe­ 
ly ridiculed the Alliance aud sub- 
treasury scheme in my speech at An­ 
niston, So m any 
editors 
of our 
State journals were present when I 
spoke that I thought it unnecessary 
to call attention 
to this incorrect 
statement. 
AVhoever is interested in knowing 
w hat has been and is -uiy opinion of 
the Farmers’ AUiance, will find, in 
all that I have said or w ritten, the 
spirit of respect or apiiroval. The 
change of th at organization 
into a 
political machine, which politicians 
were'trying to accomplish for per­ 
sonal ends, has caused me to feel 
the most serious apprehensions as to 
the safety of the South. I mean its 
safety politioally, 
socially, -indiis- 
triously and financially. 
I have felt, too deeply, the actual' 
danger of the situation to have spoken 
of the disease as a humbug, or of the 
action of our iieople in rashly expos­ 
ing themselves to its ravages, as a 
pretense or fraud, through which to 
gain power for the farm ers over all 
other classes. 
I consider the farm ers’ Alliance 
and the Politicans’ AUiance quite 
as distinct as “The Loyal League” 
was from the Democratic party, al­ 
though all Democrats a t th a t time 
professed sincere loyalty to the U n­ 
ion. 
Mr. Adams, in the assault he made 
upon me at Brundidge, quotes me 
as having said that “ the sub-treasury 
was a fraud and a hum bug.” 
If I said this anywhere it m ust 
have been at Anniston, as that is the 
only speech I have made since Con­ 
gress adjourned. I desire to get 
your recollection 
whether, in that 
speech, I said anything of the sort, 
and, if so, what was it? 
I have been very careful not to 
give utterance to any epithet about 
the sub-treasury 
scheme, because 
I saw that many excellent men have 
given it consideration as a proper 
remedy for our financial troubles. 
I hoped that a discussion of this plan, 
in good temper would be had. I 
knew such treatm ent would soon 
leave it shorn of all its plausibility— 
a naked humbug. 
The men who .support this scheme 
are not, as a rule, desirious of any­ 
thing that is unjust, or dangerous in 
legislation. They are deceived as to 
its merits and have not seen th at it 
is plain opposition to the Constitu­ 
tion. They will soon rectify their 
opinions, and this illusion w ill pass 
away as thousands of such fantasies 
have done. 
I should be glad to except Mr. 
Adams, (who is supposed to hold a 
dignified and responsible relation to 
our people,) from 
the class “who 
know the right, and yet the wrong 
pursue,” but his latest utterances 
and performance 
indicate that, in 
excepting him, I would either over­ 
rate his good sense, or I would un­ 
derrate his honesty. 
I have said nothing, heretofore, 
about him or his opinions, because I 
did not know either him or his oxiin- 
ions. The Sub-Treasury scheme did 
not originate with Mr. Adams, and 
I could have referred 
to it freely, 
without calling the a.ttontion of anv 
human being to him. That scheme 
is of Republican origin, and was im ­ 
ported in the South as “ a tub to the 
whale..” It was brought to the South 
only for x>urposea of mischief, ^ and 
to deceive an honest, true and con­ 
fiding people. 
I t has*!learly accomplished its m is­ 
sion, which is to divide our people 
and ferment strife, between them, 
and it is about to give ifiace to the 
demand for “ something better” th a t 
is to be furnished by those who are 
excluded from the Alliance, and are 
still held responsible to its demands. 
I believe that it is the least sensi­ 
ble and most imiiractieaVile plan of 
finance that I ever heard of. Y'st, it 
addresses itself with plausability to 
those who think it is the business of 
the government to conducta pawn­ 
broker’s shop. I t is a deception that 
has been already condemned by the 
quiet judgm ent of every common 
sense man who has studied it. 
But. I have not denounced it iu 
tiie terms that it deserves, because 
many good people liave thought that 
it i>ossessed real m erit, and were 
quietly uncovering ite : wickednes.s 
in their own way. Now 
th-at it is 
perishing under the withering in- 
flucuce of llie light of truth and 
sound reason, the men who invented 
and matured it in a darkened recess, 


and demanded the political death; 
of every man -who, does not support: 
;it, are crying oiit to the great polit­ 
ical parties of the country and. all 
their statssmon, ‘fIf the Sub-Treas­ 
ury will not save the country, give 
us somet.limg better.” If that “ some­ 
thing better” should 
be given 
answer to this demand, would those 
■who furnished it be admitted to the 
Farm ers’ Alliance, as w’orthy breth­ 
ren, although they m ight' be tail- 
road men, 
laivyers, judges, mer­ 
chants or bankers? ' • 
This demand is a confession that 
the Alliance politicians have no con­ 
fidence in the Alliance Sub-Treasury. 
They already demand of- the outsid­ 
ers that they shall provide “some­ 
thing better.” I insist that it is too

Tlieii- Prodnels will Yield a Large Mon- 
ey Advance over Last Year. 


N eav Y'obk, Aug. 16.—Farm profits 
Avill be il,(XX),000,(XK) more this year 
in the United States than they have 
been during recent years of depres­ 
sion. A t least this is the estimate 
put forward by the American Agri­ 
culturist in its annual review of har- 
A'ests to be published in the forth­ 
coming September issue of that mag­ 
azine. 
On a basis of present prospects, 
this authority estimates the corn 
crop of 1891 a t 2,000,000,000 bushels, 
wheat 500,000,000 bushels and oats 
622.000.000 bushels, against 1,500,000.- 
000, 400,000,000 and 524,000,000 re­ 
spectively, 1890, and 
1,700,000,000, 
455.000.000 and 578,000 bushels as the 
average for the preceeding eleA'en 
years. This makes a total prospec­ 
tive cro}> of corn, Avheat and oats 
3.122.000.000 bushels, or 28.8 per cent, 
greater than last year and 14.7 per 
cent over the aA'erage of the x>receed- 
ing eleven years. 
American influ­ 
ences Avholly changed the current of 
events. The value of corn on the 
farm will aA'erage in Deeember-fully 
50 cents a bnshel, Avheat at ifl per 
bushel and oats at least 40 cents. On 
this basis the A’alue of the corn crop 
to farmers will be .$1,000,000,000,Avheat 
$500,000,000 and oats $2.50,000,000, or a 
total of $1,750,000,000. This is .$ )50,- 
000,000 more than the value of crops 
in 1890 and $625,000,000 more than the 
value of t'ue average of these erop.s 
from 1880 to 1890, inclusive. 
Cotton and rice Avill command bet­ 
ter prices than last season. Cattle are 
Avorth one-third more than eighteen 
months ago, Avith other live stock iu 
proportion. Tobacco is advancing 
heavily for cigar leaf, contracts being 
made for the crop in the field at an 
advance of 15.50 per cent OA'er lasD 
year. Hops are firm at good prices. 
W inter fruit 
Avill command large 
values and ail vegetables are yielding 
fairly Avith every indication of a rem­ 
unerative market. T.he export out­ 
look was much better. Inim enseiy 
increased sums Avillbesentto usfor 
our produce. Ulterior influences may 
of course interfere w ith this brilliant 
prospect, but Ave. confess we are begin­ 
ning to share more fully the hopes of 
certain weli informed, but conserva­ 
tive, agriculturists, who predict bet­ 
ter profits for the farmers ofthe Uni­ 
ted States during the next fi\'e years 
than ever before. 
The American Agricultuviat says 
there will be no return to wariirieea, 
but TDOuey receiA'ed aboA'e expenses 
will go furiher and enable the fanner 
to get more A'alue out of his proiiis 
than at an J’ previous xieriod.

THE SPECULATOR’S OPPORTUNITY. 


M eridian News. 
I t is said that under the sub-treas- 
ury plan speculators could not corner 
the market. 
On this point liow would a scheme 
to “corner” somewhat like this work. 
Suppose an English and an Ameri­ 
can syndicate should raise $50,000,- 
000 and go into the m arket and buy 
1,000,000 bales of cotton, and then 
store it in sub-treasury Avarehouses, 
borrowing thereon SO i.er cent, or 
$40,000,000 at 1 per cent., with which 
they would go into the m arket and 
buy 800,000 bales of cotton, upon 
which they would borrow $32,000,000 
a t l per cent., and so on, Avonid they 
not be in a position to manipulate 
the m arket? 
Suppose, after they had deposited 
their first 1,000,000 bales they decide 
that it would be money in their pocket 
to “ bear” prices 20 or 50 points before 
going into m arket to buy tbeir second 
load of 800,000 bales, they would do 
so without hesitation. 
W ith the first 1,000,000 bales bought 
and stored, the manipulators could 
continue their schems of buying and 
storing and of “ bearing” or “ bull­ 
ing” xirices to the end of the season. 
If they should do so, their little 
plan of manipulation starting with 
their original $50,000,000 and 1,000,- 
000 bales of cotton, and borrowing .SC> 
per cent, on each deposit, at 1 per 
cent.,would work out about as fol­ 
lows :

The bank appraisers valued land on 
which loans were asked, and the loan 
m a d e , was half that value. 
The owner of the land, executed a 
mortgage to the bank, and the bank 
issued bonds secured by mortgage. 
They bore interest payable quaterly, 
:. and were bought and sold m the 
•' - m arket. These bondswere the cédu­ 
las. 
This bank that instituted the sys­ 
tem was a private bank, and the 
scheme for awhile worked smoothiy. 
■ Tbs bank was careful about its ap- 
praisments, and real estate was all 
the while tending upward. 
. 
l a this year of 1880 the finance of 
the Confederacy were in a fairly good 
shape. The government paper mon­ 
ey circulated at par and was redeem­ 
able in coin, but in ISS4 the cédulas 
system was extended to the national 
bank, the fiscal agent of the Govern­ 
ment, and then the trouble began. 
AVhen it came to loaning the Gov­ 
ernm ent’s money on land, the ap- 
' praisers were corrupted, false valua­ 
tions were made and a wild era of 
fraud and speculation set in. Lands 
went up to enormous values and the 
issuance of cédulas became exces­ 
sive. In 1889, a,period of five years 
from the time the National bank 
adopted this system, there were ji315,- 
000,000 of them upon the market. The 
following condensation of what fol­ 
lowed we. quote from the Century; 
“In January, 18&5, a run began up­ 
on the Provincial Bank of Buenos 
Ayres, and compelled it to suspend 
specie payments. 
AVhereupou the 
President of the liepublic declared 
the national currency a legal tender. 
Gold rose at once to 17 per cent pre­ 
mium, and then to 20 per cent. In 
February it had reached 33 per cent, 
and it continued to rise steadily till 
at one time it was at 300 per cent. 
That Is to say, $100 in paper was 
•, .worth only $100 in gold. From the 
, m om ent th at the gold standard was 
.. . abandoned the demand for more pa­ 
per money began to be heard, and it 
was poured out by the government 
in alm ost .unlimited volume. Under 
the pretense of creating a sounder 
linanci.al system and securing a more 
stable currency, a law was passed in 
November, 1887, establishing a sys­ 
tem of Slate banks, forty in number, 
sim ilar to our National banks. These 
started with a capital of .$3.50,000 and 
began to issue paper money, not be­ 
ing required, as our bankers are, to 
be able at all times to redeem their 
notes with gold. As the latest at­ 
tainable total of the regular paper is­ 
sue of the banks places it at .$380,000,- 
000, the grand total of paper money 
m circiilationm March of the pres- 
1 nr year, worth about twenty-five 
■ ents.pu a dollar, was $380,000,000. all 
irredeemable and decreasing in val­ 
ue every day. This was a per capita 
of $1000 for every man, woman and 
child in the republic.” 
The Argentine confederation was, 
up to four years ago, the most x>ros- 
perous and rajiully developing coun­ 
try in the u orJd. The gov'ernment is 
bankrupt now, and there is great suf- 
fsring and distress among the people. 
I t has all com e of the cédulas, and 
they w ere thought at first to be per­ 
fectly secure. Tlie plan on w hich 
they were issued, in fact, w as looked 
upon as a m arvel of financiering, so 
much so that the London Barings_ 
aniong the oldest, richest, and gen­ 
erally regarded the shreivdest, 
kers in the world, iadorso'’ 
large numbers.
